Evergreens can be successfully transplanted during August and September. Herbaceous 
Perennials should be transplanted either in the spring or during September and the first half 


of October.

Our nurseries are inspected annually by the State Board of Agriculture of Massachusetts, 
and found to be apparently free from all injurious inspect pests and diseases. A certificate 
of such inspection accompanies every shipment of nursery stock.
